Few days ago 2 Galleys of Malta. 
arriv’d here, bringing with them a 
_ new Galley bulle ac Civita Vec- 
chia; and yefterday they parted 
from hence for Malta, with the new 
Galley in a Tow.The Secretary of the French 
Ambaflador at the Ottoman Port,being landed 
at Brindefi,pafs'd chrough this City on the 9th, 
and is gone Poft to the Court of France : 
Don Alonfo d’Ara-Cell has taken Poffeffion 
of the Prefidenthhip of the Council Royal, 
conferr’d upon him by his Majefty. The Prince 
of Santo Buono waits only for his laft Dif-. 
patches from the Court of Madrid to fet out 
on his Embaffy to the Republick of Venice. 
The 6 Troops of Horfe of the Regiment of 
Vigliette, are march’d towards Apulia; aud 
all neceflary Precautions are taken to fecure 
our Coafts from any Infults of the Enemy ; 
And notwithftanding all is quiet here, the 
Patrolling of the Irfantry in the City, and of 
the Horfe in the Suburbs, is nor difcontinued. 
We learn by the laft Letters from Sicily, that 
they are working hard to fortifie Palermo, 
Melazzo, and pe Places of that Kingdom ; 
the old Fortifications being order’d to be re- 
pair'd and ftrengthen’d with new Works: 
And particularly that at Palermo 3 of the 
Gates are ftop’d up, and the Trees abour the 
Town cut down,that the Place may lye open 
tothe Country andthe Port, 
From the Paris Gazette, dated Auguft 11. 
Rome, July.17. On the 13th. a private Gen- 
tleman pafling accidentally by the Palace of 
the Imperial Ambaffador and that of Cardi- 
nal Grimani,which ftand at no great diftance 
rom each other, and making a ftop at a. 
Coffee-Houfe-door, was fufpected by fome 
Domefticks both of the Ambaffador and of 
the Cardinal to be a Spy employ’d by the 
Government, the rather becanfe they obferv’d 
feveral Sberries follow'd him at fome diftance. 
ln this Imagination, the Servants of the Am- 
baflador fell upon him, and laid him on fo 
unmercifully with their Sticks and Swords, 
that they left him on the Ground half dead. 
The Pope being inform’d of it, order’d a 


frida Examination to be made into the Mat-. 


ter; in confequence of which Order, 40 
Sbitries aflifted by fome Soldiers who keep 


Guard in that Quarter of the Town went to 


the Coffee-Houfe which is contiguous to Car- 


anal Grimani’s Palace, feiz’d the Matter of 


the Houfe, his Servant, and fome others, and 
carry'd them off notwithftariding they claim'd 
the Protection of the Imperial Minifters. The 
Pope thought fit likewife to fignify by his 
Chamberlain, that he would not give any 
more Audiences to the Secretary of the Im- 
perial Embaffy, who for a long time has at- 
tended his Holinefs when occafion requir'd, 
the Ambaffador himfelf not appearing at the 
Palace, becanufe of fome Conrefis between 
this Court and that of Vienna; His Holinefs 
has likewife order'd thofe Perfons who shall 
be difcover'd to have committed this Violence 
to be profecuted with the urmoft Rigour of 
the Law. The Ambaffador has difpatch'd his 
Secretary to Vienna, to inform his Imperial 
Majefty of what has pafsd; bur the Pope 
has refolv'd not to fend any Courier thither 
about it. 
Fromthe Amfterdam Courant, dated Aug. 18. 
Vienna, Auguft 4. Count Lamberg the Em- 
peror’s Ambaffador at Rome, has fent Com- 
plaints hither that the Governour of Rome 
sad caus'dfome of hisDomefticks to be drubb’d 
by the Sbirries ;. and that by ‘his, order ‘like- 
wife an Officer was feiz'd and carry’d away 
out of Cardinal Grimani’s Quarters, bocante 
fome of his Excellency’s Servants had.cudg- | 


‘elf'd a French-man who came into his Anti- 


chamber. as a Spy. This Minifter therefor 
makes prefling Inftances to be recall’d; and 
‘tis thought Cardinal Lamberg will be fent 
to Rome to relieve him; and that the Bifhop 
of Raab will then be made the Emperor's 
Chief Commiffioner in the Diet of the 
Empire. 
-From the Paris Gazette, dated Auguft rr. 
Hamburg, July 29. On the 24th of this 
Month the Abbot Bidal, Envoy Extraordinary 
of France, parted from hence with the Pafi- 
port he had demanded. But the Refident of 
Spain having refus'd that which was fent 
him from Vienna, and not being able to ob-+ 
tain one in fuch a Form as he defir’d, (the 
Imperial Court refufing to give any other 
Title to his Mafter than that of Duke of An- 
jou) a Ship is getting ready here to carry 
him by Sea to Flanders." A few days ago the 
Burghers of this City were aflembled to con- 
fider Of the Sum ask’d of them by the Em- 
eror cowards carrying on the War; but they 
up without coming to any Refolucions :
